24 Men Attend Northeastern's Program For Adult Women 


Northeastern Uni versity’s 
unique program’ to help adi it 
women resume their education 
enters its semester at 
the Suburban Campus in Bur- 
lington next month with an in- 
teresting sidelight — the more 
Ahan 400 women enrolled have 
been joined by 24 men. 

Far from being overawed by 
the preponderance of women, 
the men are finding their pres- 
ence pleasant and appreciated, 
according to Miss Virginia Bul- 
lard, N, U.'s director of special 
programs for women. 

‘A number of males come 
from industries in the neighbor- 
ing Route 128 electronics com 
plex’ and the technical knowl- 
edge and personal observations 
they provide particularly in 
such courses as “Computer Pro- 
gramming” and “Man's Physi- 
cal Universe” — add another 
perspective to the matters cov- 
ered. 


The program was and is pri- 
marily designed for the needs 
of adult women, particularly 
those with school-age children. 
The classes are scheduled in 
the morning and. early after: 


noon to make it ible for the 
educa housewi 


m points up @ heretofore un- 
Fecogaized demand for daytime 
educational programs for men 
whose circumstances of employ- 
ment make it possible for them, 
said Miss Bullard, 

Among the male_ enrollees 
are a minister, several business. 
men, a young man just out of 
the service, men on leave of 
absence from employment and 
several attending the classes on 
a released time arrangement 
with their employers at L. G. 
Hanscom Field, Bedford, and 
Aveo, 

Most of the women who have 

enrolled in the experimental 
courses are married to scien- 
tists, engineers, executives or 
other professional men , a ma- 
jority of whom are employed in 
the electronics industries along 
Route 128, which runs within 
a half mile of the campus.

A majority of the women are 
taking only one course, sched: 

A 
number of women have two and 
three classes and take them all 
the same day in order that they 
will have to go to school only 
once a week. 

Most popular courses are 
freshman English, freshman 
psychology, the modern Ameri- 
can novel, elementary French, 
and creative writing. 

A major portion of the women 
are enrolled in degree-credit 
courses, and they intend to con- 
tinue taking courses to earn a 
degree through part-time study. 
So far the dropout rate has been 
according to Miss 
Bullard. 

“Working and planning with 
500 women over the past year 
has taught us that adult women 
are eager to go back to college 
or even begin college study, pro- 
vided arrangements for doing 
so are compatible with their 
home responsibilities,” the pro- 
gram director said. 

In addition to taking the 
campus to the suburbs where. 
the women live, Northeastern’s 
Suburban Campus is offering 
the women’ the courses in day- 
time hours, and providing pa 
time curricula, modification of 
entrance requirements, and 
scneduling classes for similar 
interest groups. 

“Adult women would be less 
interested in resuming their 
education if they had to be as- 
similated into existing daytime 
classes with young people,” 
Miss Bullard discovered.
